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About the Author 


The author does not attempt herein to give technical information on any material 
in this book. The intention is to trace the musical instruments as far back as pos- 
sible. Therefore, the actions and mechanical constructions of musical instruments 
are too difficult for explanation, due to the many experimental stages through 
which they have gone. 


The experience of the author in the piano business has not been from the techni- 
cal end, but rather from a lengthy period of buying and selling pianos. 


His first experience was as an office boy in 1910, at J. M. Hendricks Piano Co., 
Pittsburgh, Pa. From there to the Stieff Piano Co., also Pittsburgh; and then on 
to the Cable Piano Co. in Chicago. The year 1923 was the beginning of the 
author's association with the Southern California Music Company in Los Angeles, 
California. Three years were spent with Dr. Ashley Manning at the Big Red 
Piano Co., Los Angeles. 1939 to 1954 was spent under the supervision of Mr. 
L. E. Fontron, president of the Southern California Music Co., as buyer and seller 
of pianos. 


The total span of time that the author has been engaged in the piano business, 
including three years in which he operated his own retail store, comes to about 
42 years.

This 
Broadwood, which bears the serial number 7023 (made 
in 1817) is the closest known in age to Beethoven’s Broad- 
wood, 7362 which is now kept in the National Museum of 
Budapest, Hungary.

When Mrs. Fillmore came to the White House she found very few books there, and it is owing to her that her successors 
find the library above the Blue Room. She found this room bare, with matting on the floor; and when like all northers 
housewives she had the matting removed to clean, there was found a fine Brussels carpet beneath. 


Mrs. Fillmore then sent to her home in Buffalo for the family harp and piano; and by the use of screens to shut off the 
various parts of the room and a cozy fire on the hearth, she had a place into which she could invite chosen members oF 
Congress. 


Tradition also has it that President and Mrs. Fillmore introduced two thrilling novelties into the domestic regions of the 
White House, its earliest bath tub and its first kitchen range. 


Mr. and Mrs. Fillmore succumbed to the charms of a bath tub while on a visit, and on their return to Washington one wae 
installed in the White House, which continued in use until Cleveland’s administration. 


The kitchen range was a subject of bitter controversy. The colored cook who had reigned supreme for thirty years and wh 
had prepared the meals before an open fireplace for this length of time would have none of it. 


After the range was installed, against her wishes, she refused to touch it, until the president himself, to please his wife 
undertook to educate the cook into the secrets of the stove’s drafts and flues. 


Mr. Fillmore’s term of office expired on the fourth of March,1853, and on the thirtieth his wife, who had been all throug 
his fortunes his truest friend and counselor, died at Washington.

Marchisio, although 
he liked the pianoforte, still saw 
the point of the musicians,. that 
the sounds of the piano presented 
too abrupt a change from those 
of the harpsichord.
